Some 
tax 
relief 
possible

Residents of Tewksbury and 


Wilmington may see some tax re- 
lief over the next several years in 
the form of the deduction of NESWC 
(North East Solid Waste Commis- 
sion) costs, that, as a result of a 
Superior Court’s decision, must now 
be split with Massachusetts 
Refusetech, Inc. (MRI 

MRI, a_ subsidiary of 
Wheelabrator Technologies Inc., 
owns the North Andover incinera- 
tor used by NESWC in 23 surround- 
ing communities, and in past years 
has left the communities picking up 
the site’s costs of improvements. 

Superior Court Judge, Regina L. 
Quinlan, ruled last week, that the 
costs of emission control equipment 
mandated by the Clean Air Act be 
equally shared between the two 
parties. 

Quinlan’s ruling came in light of 
a proposal by MRI, that NESWC 
communities pick up a $48.99 mil- 
lion tab, for the cost of the retrofit 
project, a tab that NESWC and 
town officials claim would be use- 
less. 

According to Tewksbury Town 
Manager, David Cressman, the ret- 
rofit project would not be complete 
until the year 2000. “Residents would 
be paying taxes for this service 
over a long period of time and only 
get five years use out of it,” he said. 
Quinlan ruled the proposal by MRI 
was unconstitutional due to the fi- 
nancial benefits they would accu- 
mulate from the project, when the 
contract expires in 2005 

Cressman was pleased with 
Quinlan’s ruling; “This just proves 
that the contract with Wheelabrator 
Inc. is not iron clad. This ruling 
pierces the armor of their position, 


and proves to them that something 
can be done.” 

Wilmington Town Manager, 
Michael Caira, echoed Cressman’s 
sentiments on the subject. “I was 
very pleased with the decision, this 
is definitely a step in the right di- 
rection,” he said, “ MRI ought to be 
sharing the costs of the retrofit, 
there is no doubt about it. Any 
sharing of costs will have a positive 
effect on the town in terms of tax 
dollars.” 

Quinlan’s decision will mandate 
MRI to cover a portion of the retro- 
fit costs. However, she ruled it 
outside of her authority to deter- 
mine how much each side will pay 
for the project. The monetary rul- 
ing will be made by a third party on 
July 1, after lawyers from both 
sides present their cases on June 25 
and 26.

Common cookout nixed; 
RMLD issue continues

WILMINGTON - After some dis- 
cussion the Board of Selectmen 
voted against a local company’s 
request to use the Town Common 
for an annual employee cookout at 
Monday night’s meeting. 

The company, Hammer Tech- 
nologies, had asked permission to 
use the site for the next month's 
barbecue, but officials balked after 
considering the safety of the cook- 
out attendees in the heavily-trav- 
eled common area. 

“Qn the one hand, it’s a beautiful 
common andi likethe idea of people 
using it,” said Chairman Michael 
Newhouse. “But the safety issue is 
a concern.” 

With the common ruled out, Se- 
lectman James Rooney suggested 


that the company utilize a strip of 
land adjacent to Silver Lake, so as 
not to interfere with any local 
beachgoers at the lake. However, it 
was mentioned that the Kiwanis 
club isnearly ready tobreak ground 
on a donated playground facility 
slated for the lakeside site nixing 
that location as well. 

In addition to the problem of 
finding a suitable spot for the bar- 
becue, the selectmen also ques- 
tioned whether a private business 
should be allowed to use the com- 
mon area or nearby Swain School, 
which are generally used by local 
groups and organizations for yard 
sales and other events. 

“J think it would be setting a 
precedent for private companies to 
use public property,” said Select-

Sitar said the Mill St. Bridge 
remains a top priority of concern. 
“There are about eight to ten resi- 
dents who live in back of the Bridge. 
We can’t even get emergency ve- 
hicles in and out of there,” stated 
Sitar.

Stock options look better than ever, now 
that the capital gains rate has dropped to 20 
percent 

If incentive stock options (ISO's) are 
held for more than two years after being 
granted and a year from exercise, the entire 
gain on an ISO counts as capital gain. The 
rules are somewhat different for nonquali- 
fied stock options: the gain realized on the 
exercise is taxable as ordinary income, but 
later appreciation is a capital gain. There is 
no two-year rule on holding before exer- 
cise 

Other compensation options include 
property distributions instead of cash, usu- 
ally awarded conditionally. Rather than 
have this property taxed as income when 
the condition is met, the employee can have 
it taxed when first received, so that all sub- 
sequent appreciation is taxed as capital 
gains. This requires a Section 83(b) election 
that involves complex technical rules. 
Check with a tax expert before making this 
arrangement.

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Kids killing kids 


Horrors beyond our comprehension are being perpetuated against 
children, by children, There seems to be no rhyme or reason leaving 
logic to be redefined. Yet we must, somehow, understand to prevent 
this killing frenzy. 

What cultural changes have made the improbability of these 
shootings an everyday possibility? 

Children come into this world with no preconceived agenda. They 
absorb ideas and attitudes from their surroundings. The older genera- 
tions did not have the many confusing influences of today.

Then there are the sports heroes whose 
performance brings joy and admiration to the mass majority. Yet 
many with their Godlike excellence defile their majestic role. Their 
anger and lack of control festers into acts of gross injustice. Their 
kicking, biting, choking, spitting, and abuse of females contradicts 
morality and decency.

First of 
all, children must be comfortable ‘enough to share and seek your 
support. They must feel the security of your love, even when they fail.

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Stepping Out to a healthier life 


BOSTON - What better way to 
enjoy a spring morning or a sum- 
mer day than by going for a walk? 
Besides allowing you to enjoy the 
fresh air, walking is an excellent 
way to improve your health. In 
some weight loss and conditioning 
studies, walking has proven even 
more effective than running, be- 
cause it’s nearly injury-free, and 
more people tend to stick to walk- 
ing than to any other form of exer- 
cise. 

Here are some guidelines to help 
you start your own walking pro- 
gram. Remember it’s always a good 
idea to talk with your doctor before 
starting a new exercise program. 
This is especially important if you 
have high blood pressure or other 
cardiovascular problems, or if you 
don’t get regular exercise. 

Why walk? 

Here are some facts about walk- 
ing that are sure to get you on your 
feet. 

Walking helps protect against 
obesity and high blood pressure, 
which are leading risk factors for 
heart attacks and strokes. Walking 
burns about the same number of 
calories per mile as running. Walk- 
ing one mile in 15 minutes burns the 
same number of calories as jogging 
the same distance in eight and a 
half minutes. All you have to do to 
become an aerobic walker is in- 
crease your pace and distance and 
walk more often. It’s inexpensive. 
Other than a good pair of walking 
shoes, walking doesn’t require spe- 
cial equipment or lessons. Just step 
outside your door to any sidewalk, 
trail, track, park or shopping mall 
Walking lets you have fitness fun in 
all seasons - if the weather is bad, 


you can walk in a mall or on an 
indoor track or treadmill. 

On the move 

Your walks should have three 
stages: warming up, aerobic walk- 
ing and cooling down. To get the 
bestresults, youshould walk briskly 
for 20 to 30 minutes at least three 
times a week. Depending on your 
current level of fitness this may be 
difficult at first. But don’t get dis- 
couraged. Keep at it, and it will get 
easier. Patience is the key to suc- 
cess. 

Warming up. You should warm 
up before you start on your aerobic 
walk. Warming up,will ease your 
body into more strenuous activity. 
Your warmup should include 
stretching and some moderate ex- 
ercise, such as skipping rope or 
walking at a slow pace. 

Walking Workout 

No one can tell you exactly how 
far or just how fast you should 
walk. You can decide on the proper 
pace and distance by trying differ- 
ent speeds. You will get the best 
results by walking briskly. Butmake 
sure to walk at a pace that feels 
comfortable for you. If you get very 
tired or if you find it too easy, 
reduce or increase your time and 
pace accordingly. 

How fast you walk isn’t as im- 
portant as the time you devote to it. 
It takes about 20 minutes for your 
body to reap the benefits of sus- 
tained exercise. As you become 
more fit, you should gradually in- 
crease your time and pace. 

Listen to your body when you 
walk. If you start to feel dizzy or 
nauseous, or have pain or any other 
unusual symptoms, slow down or 
stop. If the problem remains, see

Cooling down. You should cool 
down after each walk by walking 
slowly for five minutes. Cooling 
down is important because it will 
bring your heart rate downto where 
it was before you started. It will 
also help prevent your muscles from 
stiffening, which may happen if 
you stop exercising too abruptly. 

What to wear 

A good pair of shoes is the only 
equipment you need. Any shoes that 
are comfortable, give good support 
and don’t cause blisters or calluses 
will work. If you're going to walk 
nearly every day, some experts 
recommend rotating two or three 
different pair of shoes. Ideally, your 
shoes should have arch supports 
and should elevate your heels one 
half to three quarters of an inch 
above the soles of your feet. Shoes 
that have uppers made of materials 
that “breathe,” such as leather or 
nylon mesh, are best. 

If you're walking outside, the 
weather will help you choose what 
to wear. As a general rule, wear 
lighter clothing than you normally 
would, because walking generates 
a lot of body heat. 

In warm weather, wear cotton 
or other porous materials that will 
allow sweat to evaporate. When 


it’s hot outside, be sure to drink body. 


plenty of water during your walk. 
In cold weather, you should wear 
several layers of light clothing. The 
extra layers help trap heat, and 
they are easy to take off if you get 
too warm. Be sure to wear warm, 
socks, a hat or a sweatshirt with a 
hood, gloves, and a turtleneck to 
keep all areas of your body covered

Staying motivated 

* Once you start walking on a 
regular basis, it’s important to stick 
to your new routine.

Wilmington's Bridget Zukas 


Retiring after saving her school 


By ELLEN KNIGHT 


WINCHESTER Eight 
years ago, St. Mary’s Parish 
School in Winchester was 
struggling to survive. Now it is 
flourishing. This month the 
school is saying good-bye to the 
Wilmington woman who made 
the difference, retiring princi- 
pal Bridget Zukas. 

Eight years ago when she 
came to St. Mary’s to be princi- 
pal, Zukas found herself facing 
the question, could the school 
survive? Now, on her retire- 


ment, she says that the chal- 
lenge facing Catherine 
Cameron, her successor, will 
be that of school expansion. 


Difficult times 


In 1990, Zukas says, the 
school was having difficult 
times. The seventh and eighth 
grades were cut out, upsetting 
many parents. 

Fifty percent of the school 
enrollment was withdrawn. 

In August 1990, 52 children 
were enrolled in the Catholic

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elementary school that has be- 
come an educational fixture in 
the Winchester area over the 
years. 

In September of that year 
the number increased to 62 be- 
cause Zukas expanded the kin- 
dergarten to an all-day pro- 
gram. 

In contrast, anticipated en- 
rollment for the coming aca- 
demic year is 154. 

Zukas expects that in a few 
years that figure will be up to 
200. 


What's the difference? 


has made the dif- 
ference? “I realized,” said 
Zukas, “We had to focus- 
completely on academic ex- 
cellence. We had to make this 
the best school to make it at- 
tractive (to parents).” 

The school already had 
strengths. 

“There is a very warm atmo- 
sphere here. That’s one of its 
beauties. The children are very 
comfortable here,” Zukas said 
in a recent interview.

“It was a jolt,” she said, “but 
it worked.” 

The school bought all new 
text books, and Zukas sur- 
rounded herself with “a team 
of teachers for whom | have a 
great deal of respect.”

A key ingredient is that 
Zukas had the support of the 
new pastor, the Rev. Richard 
Messina, who she said helped- 
them succeed. 

It all worked. St Mary’s stu- 


dents, Zukas said, score 
“superiorly well” on standard- 
ized testing. 


When they go on to other 
schools, they are generally at 
the top of their classes, she 
contended. 

Now the school is looking 
forward to opening a second 
kindergarten and a second first

years ago when the largest 
class had just eight students. 

They are also able to branch 
out and add programs such as 
scouting, piano lessons and the 
annual science fair. 

According to members of the 
parish, including Messina, first 
credit goes to Zukas for the 
success of the school. 


She knows her business 


“When I came,” said Mes- 
sina, who arrived at St. Mary’s 
about three years after Zukas, 
“she had the school in perfect 
order. She is a woman of great 
ability and insight.” 

“She knows her business and 
knows it well,” said Messina. 
“She has done great work with 
the people, staff and parish. 

“Personally, I think she’s so 
capable I could leave the 
school totally in her hands, It’s 
been a wonderful experience 
working with her.” 

With one parochial school 
(Immaculate Conception 
School) in Winchester closed 
and her own having had to 
struggle for survival, does 
Zukas see a decline in interest 
in parochial schools? 

“The demand for parochial 
education is there,” she as- 
serts, but changes in society 
and economics have forced 
changes for parochial schools. 

Parishes have fewer nuns to 
draw upon for teachers and 
must now hire lay profes- 
sionals, making it much more 
expensive to run parochial 
schools. 

But the combination of 
secular academics with the 
freedom to teach a value sys- 
tem is one which Zukas says 
gives a parochial education its 
strength. 


The right mix 


Messina has praised this 
combination in Zukas herself, 
saying, “She has done a great 
deal to make the school aca- 
demically excellent and has at» 
same time beautifully in- 
tegrated the spiritual with the 
academic. 

“Her whole value system has 
been so right, so perfect,” he 
said. 

The mix of spiritual and 
secular is one Zukas experi- 
enced in her own education. 


It began in Ireland 


A native of Ireland, Zukas 
attended parochial school in 
England. 

After her family moved to 
Massachusetts she attended 
high school at St. Thomas 
Aquinas in Jamaica Plain. 

After graduating from high 
school, she joined the con- 
gregation of Sisters of St. 
Joseph, during which time she 
continued her education and 
began teaching. 

“The Sisters of St. Joseph,” 
she said, “had a vision.” 

The religious order sent 
most of its nuns to get degrees 
at secular universities. The 
combination of a secular edu- 
cation, which gave them a 
breadth of view, with strong 
values, Zukas says, “Worked.” 

Zukas earned a bachelor of 
arts degree in liberal arts from 
Regis College with an masters 
in education and a Certificate 
of Advanced Graduate Studies 
in Special Education at Boston 
University. 

She taught for 16 years at 
the elementary, junior high, 
and high school levels, 

Her schools included 
Winthrop and Wilmington high 
schools, and St. Michael’s in 
Lowell, before coming to Win- 
chester and St. Mary’s. 

She also taught the hearing 
impaired for four years at the 
Boston School for the Deaf. 

During this time, Zukas left 
the Sisters. 

“It wasn’t the life for me,” 
she said. 


“At age 32, I decided it was 
time to do something else.” 

She married, had two chil- 
dren, and continued a career in 
education. 


Family values 


She settled in Wilmington, 
where, in addition to teaching 
for two years, she served on 
the School Committee for nine 
years while raising her chil- 
dren. 

The integration of academ- 
ics and family has character- 
ized not only Zukas’s personal 


life but also her work at St. 
Mary's. 

“One of the things she 
stresses and integrates so 
well,” said Messina, “is family 
values, the concept that this is 
a parish family school.” 

Looking ahead to her retire- 
ment, Zukas says she intends 
to relax for a while with her- 
husband Joe, a_ retired 
engineer from Raytheon, and 
probably visit her children, 
daughter Anna, a lieutenant, 
j.g., in the U.S. Coast Guard, 
stationed in New Orleans, and 
son Joey, who is in the army at 
Fort Bragg, N.C. 

Eventually, she thinks she 
may get back into teaching as 
a volunteer, helping people 
who cannot read. 

Though she will be retired, 
because of her many accom- 
plishments, her efforts, 
enthusiasm, for the very life of 
the school, her presence at St 
Mary’s will be felt for some 
time to come.

Garfield, who is the assistant 
principal of the Collins Middle 
School in Salem, MA., was hired by 
O'Donnell May 18. She begins her 
new job July 1. 


O'Donnell confessed that select- 
ing a principal for the West Inter- 
mediate was a difficult situation. “I 
was put in the position of evaluat- 
ing a candidate who was basically 
my employer. This did make for an 
awkwardsituation,” said O'Donnell. 

Rooney would not discuss the 
issue. “No Schoo] Committee mem- 
ber will comment on who or what 


the matter involves,” said Rooney.

Next thing to do is pack a 
picnic lunch or snack with plenty of 
water or some liquid. A daypack is 
a great investment that can be used 
for many purposes (beach trips 
etc.).

WILMINGTON - The Wilming- 
ton School Committee recognized 
the students involved in Odyssey of 
the Mind at their meeting June 10. 

Students from Wilmington par- 
ticipated in the Odyssey of the Mind 
annual competition at Merrimack 
College on March 14. 

Joanne Gustin, Odyssey of the 
Mind coach at the high school, stated 
that the program includes one team 
from the high school, three teams 
from the North Intermediate, two 
teams from the Wildwood School 
and three teams from the Woburn 
Street School, involving a total of 60 
students. 

Gustin proudly announced that 
her team came in second place and 
the North Intermediate received 
the Omer award. “They received 
the award for succeeding under 
severe adversity,” said Gustin. 
“Odyssey of the Mind is all about 
facing a problem and trying real 
hard to solve the problem. The

support they showed each other 
was phenomenal.” 

The committee and audience 
members watched a video tape of 
the competition. Gustins’ enjoy- 
ment and admiration for the stu- 
dents was evident when she started 
to cry as the North Intermediate 
students accepted their award. She 
stated, “I’m OK,” wiping away her 
tears. 

The program presently encom- 
passes over 13,000 schools and com- 
munity programs. There are mem- 
bers in nearly all 50 states. Odys- 
sey of the Mindis world wide. There 
are members in many other coun- 
tries, such as China, Japan and 
Russia. 

Gustin stated that Massachusetts 
is broken into nine regions with 100 
to 120teams ineach region, totaling 
900 kids who attended the competi- 
tion. Wilmington is in region four 
and competed against 110 teams 
from surrounding towns, such as 
Andover and Lynnfield. 

The Odyssey of the Mind pro- 
gram started in 1978 and fosters 
creative thinking and problem-solv- 
ing skills among participating stu- 
dents from kindergarten through 
college. The program is run by 
Odyssey of the Mind Association, a

private, not-for-profit corporation 
headquartered in Glassboro, New 
Jersey. 

The annual competition part 
extends from local through inter- 
national levels. Students solve prob- 
lems in a variety of areas from 
building mechanical devises to giv- 
ing their own interpretation of lit- 
erary classics. 

Teams of five to seven students 
develop solutions to problems and 
are given the opportunity to test 
their creative solutions against 
those of other teams. 

Gustin said that the coaches and 
audience are not allowed to give the 
students their assistance at compe- 
tition. “The coach can not give 
suggestions. We're only there for 
crowd control and supply food,” 
joked Gustin. 

Committee member Joan Duffey, 
who attended the March 14 compe- 
tition, stated, “The rules are very 
strict; even with the audience. But, 
you get to see the tremendous team 
effort from the students.” 


Gustin explained to School Com- 
mittee members that Wilmington 
has been involved with the pro- 
gram for the past three years. “Two 
years ago, a couple of kids at the 
North Intermediate needed more of 
a challenge than they had. So, 
Principal Doug Anderson found 
Odyssey of the Mind. The kids love 
it,” said Gustin. 

Two teams from the North Inter- 
mediate School went to competi- 
tion last year. Teams will be formed 
at the West Intermediate and 
Shawsheen schools for next years' 
competition, according to Gustin. 

New problems are designed by 
Odyssey of the Mind Association 
each year and allow for competi- 
tion in four divisions. The first 
three divisions are determined by 
age. Division four is for partici- 
pants in college or the military. 

Incompetition, teams are judged 
in three areas: the effectiveness of 
the solution to the long-term prob- 
lem, the style of the solution and its 
overall effect and the solution to a 
spontaneous problem given to the 
teams on competition day. 

Gustin said the students begin 
practicing for the competition in 
the beginning of the year. The 
practices are very informal in the 
beginning. For example, the stu- 
dents will meet around a table and 
try to solve problems to different 
questions,” said Gustin. “Many of 
these kids are at a point where their 
minds are not completely formed 
yet, so the solutions they come up 
with are amazing and anything is 


possible.” 

Duffey stated that she brought 
her three and five-year-old daugh- 
ters tothe competition. “They were 
enthralled. They didn’t want to go 


home,” said Duffey. “You (Gustin) 
did a wonderful job putting it all 
together.” 

Attending the meeting weresome 
students from the competition. 
Putting the spot light on them, com- 
mittee member Robert Young asked 
each of the students to briefly ex- 
plain what they like about Odyssey 
of the Mind. Bashfully, the stu- 
dents said they like the program 
because “it is fun.” 

Committee member Barbara 
Breakey thanked the parents and 
students who participated in the 
program. 

In other news, School Superin- 
tendent Dr. Geraldine O'Donnell 
stated that she was pleased to an- 
nounce that the town’s newspapers 
reported the school administrators’ 
efforts to effectively handle two 
students’ threats of violence within 
the last month. “We take the ad- 
ministrative protocol policy very 
serious,” said O’Donnell. 

A Wilmington school principal 
telephoned police on May 15, stat- 
ing that a (middle school) student 
threatened to bring a gun to school 
and shoot teachers. A week prior to 
this incident, a high school student 
exhibited signs of wanting to com- 
mit suicide. O’Donnell stated that 
administrators called in the police 
and the students’ parents in both 
situations.

Bill Burris, the Department of 
Public Works (DPW) Superinten- 
dent, stated that some residents 
located behind the Mill St. Bridge 
are walking across one side of the 
street.

trash, to pay for the $43 million 
retrofit of the facility’s scrubbers. 
While NESWC communities are only 
held to the existing contract until 
2005, many officials are upset that 
the cities and towns are expected to 
pay the whole cost of the scrubbers 
that may be used for up to 25 years. 

Although all the specifics of the 
ruling are not yet clear, Caira, who 
also serves on the NESWC Board of 
Directors, said that it appears to be 
a favorable decision. “This is cer- 
tainly one of the first favorable 
rulings that the communities have 
received since I’ve been involved,” 
he said. 

Also, Caira read a letter from 
Andover Town Manager Reginald 
Stapezynski requesting that the 
NESWC directors support 
Andover’s decision to call for an 
economic impact analysis of clos- 
ing the North Andover facility op- 
erated by Wheelabrator Technolo- 
gies versus funding the retrofit and 
operating the facility. 

In light of the recent decision 
from a state retirement appeals 
board allowing Reading Municipal 
Light Department General man- 
ager Leonard Rucker and Assis- 
tant Manager Richard Murch re- 
tirement reclassifications, Rooney, 
who has been an outspoken oppo- 
nent on the issue, proposed that the 
town take legal action against the 
two employees whose legal defenses 
were funded through local 
ratepayers. 

“| think that the town counsel 
should take legal action against 
them to recover the $128,000,” said 
Rooney Monday night. “I’m talking 
about suing them personally and 
having them pay for this out of their 
own pockets as they should have in 


the beginning. I don’t think we 
should back off one bit. We should 
take them on and show them that 
we will not be bullied.” 

Whileathirdemployeeof RMLD, 
Vincent Cameron, is awaiting a 
decision on his appeal, some offi- 
cials have speculated that Reading 
may take up the majority of the 
costs. Wandell suggested that the 
town wait before taking legal ac- 
tion. 

“I agree that we shouldn't be 
paying for this, but I'd like to see 
what Reading is planning to do 
before we initiate something,” said 
Wandell. 

Selectman Robert Cain also dis- 
agreed with filing suit against the 
RMLD employees saying that the 
cost of further litigation may also 
be pushed back onto the service 
area’s ratepayers. 

“That fee might exceed the 
money that we might get back,” 
said Cain. “I think the opportunity 
to win that case may be slim and 
the costs will just be snowballed 
back to the ratepayers.” 

With a vote of 4 to 1, Rooney’s 
motion to explore the possibilities 
of filing suit against the employees 


was defeated. 

At the end of the meeting, 
Newhouse mentioned that he would 
like to hear what some of the larger 
local businesses feel about the is- 
sue. 

“In the world of deregulation big 
business is in the driver’s seat,” 
said Newhouse. “The regular cus- 
tomer doesn’t have much clout. I’m 
simply asking some of our busi- 
nesses to voice their dissatisfaction 
with RMLD’s decision. Because as 
RMLD looks to compete in a de- 
regulated market, they will be look- 
ing to satisfy big business.”

On the beat 


in Woburn 

“The Woburn Police Depart- 
ment is officially 150 years old,” 
notes the Woburn edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Back in 1848, the town came 
to grips with its growing pains 
and began the process that has 
seen an initial department of six 
grow to 71 today. 

“This year’s $5.3 million bud- 
get would have boggled the 
minds of the organizers of the 
Woburn P.D., who wrote out a 
charter by hand and later the 
by-laws governing the manning 
levels, 

“The Woburn Town Meeting 
in 1848 made the decision to go 
forward with a police depart- 
ment. The town had 2,993 inhab- 
itants at that point. 

“The first inkling a police 
force was in the works came 
when police records show J&J 
Holt was asked to supply six 
police badges at a cost of $4.50. 

“Prior to 1848, there is little 
information with little historical 
notations. However, it can be 
assumed there were some part- 
time law enforcement officers, 
who carried the six police 


badges.”

event in the pouring rain. 

He replied, “I think the fire 
department is looked on very 
well by most people. A lot of 
people remember some of the 
older trucks.” 

According to Romano, a lot of 
the people in attendance came 
to buy, sell or swap memorabil- 
ia. To this end some 60 vendors 
were on hand with 67 tables 
filled with goods of all types. 

As Romano noted the flea 
market is always held inside the 
garage at 401 Edgewater Park 
and people knew that they would 
be dry in there. 

The ground level of the 
garage was packed with vendors 
selling all types of memorabilia 
ranging from an authentic turn 
of the century firefighting water 
pail for over $250 to a replica of 
the same pail for about $10. 
Both items were in leather, 

Brass nozzles, and fire extin- 
guishers were available as well 
as antique fire sirens and lights, 
belt buckles, art work and tapes 
of old movies such as 1926 silent 
movie, “The Fire Brigade” or 
the 1950’s television show 
“Rescue Eight.” 

At least two authors were on 
hand selling autographed copies 
of their literary work. One of 
these was Melrose resident and 
Malden firefighter Philip Dorn 
Hebert, with his first book 


“Flames” and his second piece 
“Prophet of Fire.” 

Flames takes the reader 
through a fictional incident at 
the former Maplewood Fire 
Station in Malden. 

Prophet, according to Hebert, 
is a mixture of firefighting lore 
and the Book of Nostradamus. 

Romano noted that the event 
has become so popular that one 
dealer came from Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania to take part. 

Romano went into the history 
of the color of fire engines and 
noted that they were not always 
red, 

He recalled that some of the 
early pieces came in many dif- 
ferent colors such as maroon 
and white. According to 
Romano, one fire company in 
Pennsylvania, has a blue Boyd 
vehicle to match the name of 
the company. 

He said that some of the 
more modern trucks are yellow 
because it was theorized that 
the color would be more out- 
standing to people’s eyes. 
However, fire companies have 
returned to the more traditional 
colors when it was noted that 
the bells, sirens and lights would 
do the trick in attracting peo- 
ple’s attention during emergen- 
cy situations. 

One ladder truck at the 
Muster, from Cranston, Rhode 
Island, was white but no matter 
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Microwave Ovens 
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the color they all had some kind 
of gold trim. 

“The gold trim is a matter of 
pride,” Romano said. 

He explained that the equip- 
ment is usually in use for at 
least 20-years and therefore the 
cost of the gold is amortized 
over that same period and is not 
as expensive. 

Romano also added that most 
of the equipment is kept in 
warm garages and well main- 
tained. He said that in 
Lynnfield, every time a piece of 
equipment comes back from an 
incident it is washed down to 
keep it in good condition.

The UGA 
symptoms associated with estro- 
gen deficiency range from dry- 
ness and soreness of the vagina 
to painful intercourse, urinary 
urgency and frequency, and 
painful urination. What’s dis- 
turbing is that UGA symptoms, 
unlike menopausal hot flashes, 
do not go away with time and, 
UGA can worsen as time goes 
on. 
Along, with the physical 
symptoms associated with UGA, 
there also are psychosocial 
issues involved. 

Women with UGA have 
reported feelings of unattrac- 
tiveness, low self-esteem and 
even depression due to dimin- 
ished sexual or urinary fur'ction. 
Today, the local symptoms of 
UGA can be treated with estro- 
gen tablets, transdermal patch- 
es, vaginal creams and Estring 
Vaginal Ring, the Estradiol 
Vaginal Ring from Pharmacia & 
Upjohn. 

Estring, a prescription prod- 
uct, is a soft, flexible ring that is 
inserted in to the vagina, where 
it releases a low, continuous 
dose of estradiol, an estrogen

While the vasomotor symp- 
toms associated with menopause 
- hot flashes and sweating - can 
be best treated with systemic 
estrogen therapy, women who 


have only local symptoms of 
UGA can be treated with thera- 
py that targets the tissues of the 
lower vaginal tract. Since these 
tissues are sensitive to estrogen, 
considerably lower doses of the 
hormone are used, and as a 
result, there is less risk of sys- 
temic side effects than with sys- 
temic products, 

For many post-menopausal 
women with symptoms, of UGA, 
Estring provides a well tolerat- 
ed, convenient treatment option 
for those who are unwilling or 
unable to take systemic estrogen 
therapy. 

There are, however, a few 
women who should not use 
Estring, such as women who are 
pregnant, women who have 
unusual vaginal bleeding that 
has not been evaluated by a doc- 
tor, and women with estrogen- 
dependent neoplasia. 

With the graying of 
America’s population, the inci- 
dence of UGA will only increase 
in coming years. Therefore, it is 
important for women to realize 
they do not have to suffer in 
silence. By discussing their con- 
cerns with their doctors and 
seeking the appropriate treat- 
ments for uncomfortable symp- 
toms, women can help maintain 
their quality of life as their bod- 
ies mature.
